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COMMENTS 


Cash on deposit with the First National Bank of Belfast has 
been reconciled with certificate furnished by the depository. All 
cash received had been deposited as at the close of the fiscal year. 
It was necessary to make a detailed examination of all treasurer’s 
transactions in order to reconcile deposits with the treasurer’s 
receipts; also for all payments without a warrant. An error of 
.O3c in deposit has been considered as an account payable to the 
treasurer. 


The 1945 Tax Assessment has been added by us, and was 
found to be in agreement with the committment to the collector, 
with the exception of an over-committment of .05c, which seemed 
advisable to credit directly to the unencumbered surplus account. 


We have added excise receipts numbered 31 to 100 and 2 to 
37 for the years 1945 and 1946, respectively, and found them to 
be in agreement with the receipts as issued by the treasurer. The 
amount collected has been credited directly to the surplus account. 


We have examined a record of amounts withheld for income 
tax and the liability as stated appears to be proper. 


We have verified the investment of Trust Funds with the 
depository. The conditions of bequest for the George W. and 
Frank L. Bartlett Fund specify that all income be expended 
yearly. The accumulation of unexpended income is, therefore, 
not in accordance with the provisions of the trust. 


The change in surplus reflects a net loss for the year in the 
amount of $381.09, despite careful handling of disbursements. 
This loss is due primarily, from failure to make appropriations 
for incidental expenses. It is recommended that such an ap- 
propriation be made yearly, in order that your Board of S<lect- 
men may be authorzized to make necessary expenditures, which 
cannot be properly charged to other accounts.
